The reason given for this most extraordi« 
Bary proposition is, that the forcing of the 
water into one channel will cause such a 
rapid current as to carry all tho dust, 
bark froin logs, etc., into the deep water of 
the Bay, thereby pkerenitin in the future 
the expense of dredging. This proposition 
of saving the expense of dredging may be 
tenable if it be proposed to allow the mouth 
to the western herbor, and the westero har 
bor itself, to be choked with, the accumula- 
tion of all the rubbish that dows down the 
river, It is absurdto say that the saw dust 
or other debris that is brought down the 
river in the epring will be carried into the 
Bay ; the moment it reaches the water level 
atthe mouth of the harbor it will sink and 
form “ bara” and “banks” similar ro those 
which now exist, not only at the mouth of 
the western harbor, but also in the channel 
which leads into the eastern harbor, Those 
who know anything of the action of currents, 
know that, if the proposed blocking up of 
the eastern channel be carried out, a 
strong eddy will be created around the south 
end of the Island, thereby carrying a largo 
portion of the debris which is brought dowo 
the river into that portion of the harbor 
which it is proposed (o keep clear. Whether 
the wise-acre, who represents Coleman 
Ward in the capacity of Chairman of Har- 
bor and Town property, bus considered this 
point, or whether he bas taken the opinion 
of any scientific man, we knew not, but one 
thing is certain, he }s proposing to ruin the 
western channel, and as a consequence the 
western harbor, which Coleman Ward is 
particularly interested in keeping open. 

There \s another and very serious objec- 
tion to the proposed acheme, which must 
not be lost sight of; and that is, tho groat 
danger which exists 1n flooding that por- 
Hon of Front Street at and near the foot of 
Dundas Street, and the southern part of 
Coleman Ward. At prosent, with both 
Channels to carry away the rush of water 
in the spring, we have, whenever the ite 
blocks up the lower part of the nver, those 
portions of the town indndated. What, 
therefore, may we expect with the whole 
ice of tho river, after a sudden break-up, 
sent rushing into but one channel, and 
there blocked up for dayat Will any one 
tell us that the force of the current will be 
sufficient to break up the ice in the bay, 
and allow the rush of water and ice to p: 
away! The supposition is «mply absurd,

From tho returns just published in the 
Sarnia papers, it \e evident that the change

enormous increase has been exclusively in

This road is estimated to cost $16,000 per 
mile, without including “ Stations, Rolling 
Stock, Engine and Repair Shops ;” with 
these ni ary appendages to a railway the 
coat 18 set down at $20,840 per mile. 

The next point which receives the atten- 
tion of the Engineer is the assests, among 
which we find that $2,500 is set down as 
the probable amount that the Ontario Goy- 
ernment would give. When we consider 
that the Goyernment only gives $2,000 per 
mile to the Grand Junction, it would be 
difficult to understand why a fourth more 
should be given to the Prince Edward 
scheme, which opens up no new country, 
but on the contrary runs through the oldest 
portion of Ontario with numerous navigable 
harbors on both sides of it, 


What we desire more particularly to call 
attention to, 1s the omission of Belloville 
altogether as an objective point. A survey 
would have shewn that a junction with the 
Grand Trunk Railway could be made at 
Belleville in about 20 miles from Picton; 
10 miles at least shorter than by the way of 
the Carrying Place, thus shewing a saving 
at $15,000 por mile of $150,000 ; $50,000 
more than would be required to bridge the 
Bay of Quinte, thereby making a continuous 
ling without breaking bulk, to any point 
East or West, by the Grand Trunk, or to 
Georgian Bay via the Grand Junction, ‘This 
is no phantom, it is a reality ; one which the 
peop!s of Picton and Prince Edward should 
weigh well before investing their money in 
a Railway, They should also bear in mind 
that a acheme of this kind would receive 
the aid of Belleville, and they should not 
forget that all they havo to send away during 
the close ot navigation, has to go eastward ; 
and that their imporiationa also come trom the 
east. Would it not,under the otrcumstances 
be worse than folly forthe Prince Edward 
people to enter into tho construction of a 
road, which would require all their imports 
and exports to be carried some 25° miles 
farther than is necessary, it being about that 
distance longer to go round by ‘Trenton and 
the Carrying Place to Picton than to come 
by the way of Belleville, Let them reflect 
upon the extra amouut of eost on all their 
goods, and what is still more important, the 
expenso for all time to come of keeping up 
and the running of ten miles of road. Tho 
fact is, any man who look 
for a moment, must see that the presen: 
Proposition to connect with the Grand Trunk 
any where west of Bolleyille is absurd in 
the extreme, All the arguments in favor of 
ter harbor are equally forcible as 
applicable to Belleville, thoogh we con 
we have mo great faith in what aro termed 
winter harbors in this section of Canada. 
Even suppose those advocated do not freeze, 
the harbors to whieh vessels would have to 
soil do freeze, and besides the teverity of 
our winters prevents the navigation of our 
waters. True, tho leke ports might be open 
later and earlier in the senson, and if they 
wore, the connection with Bolleville would 
be of much greater benefit to the road than 
any other. Let our friendain Prince Ed 
ward think cvor these things before com- 
initting thomeelyes to this long route. 

It may bo that some people will laugh at 
the idea of bridging tho Bay, but let us tell 
thom such ascheme has long been on tho 
tupis,and we believe the time is not far dis- 
tant when it will be done. Bolleville can- 
not afford to stand still and seo trade taken 
from her, Her position 1# such as to com 
mand the business of the surrounding coun- 
try, and unless blind to her own interests 
sho will take stops to provent it essing 
into other handa,

Tho Bellast Reception, 


The following is the speech delivered by 
Capt. Jas, Johnson, of Kingston, at tho re- 
ception tendered in Belfast to Mr. Johnston, 
of Ballykilbeg :— 


Mr. James Johnson, of Kingston, Canada, 
was then called upon to address the meeting. 
In coming forward he was received with loud 
cheers, He said that Canada seemed to have 
a peculiar charm for the Orange and Protes- 
tant people of Belfast, (Hear, hear.) He did 
not know that the name of any colony In the 
British possessions could be mentioned in 
that hall, which would give so enthusiastic a 
greeting as that of the Dominion of Canada, 
(Cheers,) He esteemed it a great honor to 
appear before them, as he might say, almost 
a Canadian, having adopted Canada as hie 
home for the present time, and he hoped for 
ever, (Hear.) He deomed it no small honor 
to stand again in that magnificent hall, after 
an absence of well nigh seven years, It 
brought back to his recollection the time 
when as an humble individual he used to sit 
in one of the back seats in tle back part of 
the gallery, aud listen to the glowing elo» 
quence of Thomas Drew, who had now 
passed away, and to the atipring addresses of 
that worthy and grand old captain of truth 
who had so often spoken in that hall—he 
referred to the sainted Henry Cooke, He 
might also refer to another noble Protestant, 
who still lingered on this aide of eternity, but 
who must ere long pass to his reward—he 
referred to the Rev, Daniel McAfoe. (Cheers.) 
Mr. Johnson then proceeded to state that it 
was his lot to accompany his esteemed friend, 
Mr, Wm. Johnston, \\. P., through the great 
er part of the Dominion of Canada, while he 
had memory left him be could never forget the 
scenes which they passed through in those 
towns when they went from Brockville to 
London, and witnessed those magnificent de- 
monstrationg of Proteatant artisans and Pro- 
testant merchants in the flourishing towns of 
Canadas. (Applause) The demonstrations 
proved to him that the Orangemen of Ire- 
land who had left their native’ shores were 
still true to the cause which they upheld at 
home. Mr, Johnston thon alluded in feeling 
terms to the sense of atrangeness and deaol- 
ation which he experienced on his first arrival 
in Canada, and the great pleasure he felt in 
seolng the Union Jack, the emblem of his 
native home, and the sentinels psssing along 
the ramparts impressing him with the con- 
viction that he was still a her 
Majesty's Government. ‘These were matters 
of congratulation to him; and when he 
went further up the country to the Province 
of Ontario, then called Upper Onanada, he 
felt no less pleasure to find the Orange cause 
flourishing in the country, and to find hi« 
fellow-countrymen and fellow-Protestants 
from the Province of Ulster flourish~- 
ing in that land where he bad 
now the honor to reside, He found, in 
convergation amobg people at home, that 
there was a great deal of ignorance about 
Canada; many people reomed to think that 
it wasn portiva of the United States, where- 
as, bince the federalization of tho different 
colonies, it comprehended nbout threo mil= 
lions four hundred thourand square miles of 
territory, or nearly the size of the whole Cons 
tinent of Europe, In Canada, at the 
moment, they occupled am atrange political 
position, A great number of the colonlats 
scarcely kaow whether they were to remain 
n part of the Brithhh Empire or not; and it 
was gratifying to them to know that while 
Mr. Johnston was in Canada he received a 
letter from the leader of the Conservative 
party in thin country, to tho effect that in 
him and in his party Canada had 
warm andaincere friends. ‘That assurance to 
them was something which did them good 
Io Canada they haye not the soldiers which 
the people of this country have, and they bad 
to turn out themaolves and go to the frontier 
to dofend thelr homes; and ho could aay for 
these mon that they were always ready to 
maintain political connection betwoon’ the 
Dominion and the mothor country, When 
a bloodthirsty mob of ruffians camo and 
attacked thelr borders, all ranke and classon 
left thelr houses and homesteads and 
went to the scene of actlon; and scarcely an 
Orange lodge could be opened, ao gonerally 
did the mombers of the Inatitution espouse 
and support the defence corps which wars 
formed for tho protection of thy Proving « 
Almont oach man of them was away at tho

Accident on the Great Western. 


The Mail's Hamilton correspondent gives 
the following account of an accident which 
occurred on the Groat Western Railway at 
Boumsvillo, yesterday afternoon :—** Be- 
tween ono and two o'clock this afternoon 
the Pacific express going west on the Great 
Western Railway met with » serious acgi~ 
dent just after passing Beamsville, One of 
the Pullman cara, the forward one it is 
anid, wont off the track, and either one or 
two other Pullman cara and a Wagner 
drawing-room cur went off also. The 
engine aud three cara did not leave the 
truck, but the fourth one, a Pullman, left 
the track and was partially overturned, 
‘The three cara in rear, two Pullman aod 
Wagner, were completely overturned, fall - 
ing down a low embankment. The pass

Mr. Mowat’s Descent, 


The Montreal Gazette puts very fairly the 
main objections which lie to Mr, Mowat's 
descent from the position of a Judge to tuke 
partin political life again, It states ‘ina 
few words what cvery thoughtfal man in 
the community feels to be most serious ob- 
jections to an act which, if taken as a pro- 
cedent, would lead to consequences that 
would be universally deplored, Our con- 
temporary says ;— 


Tt is clear that if the action of Lieut. 
Governor Howland, acting as it is stated an- 
der the advice of the retiring Minister, in 
calling upon one of the Judges to form a 
political administration, 1s to be drawn into 
a precedent, the state of public confidence 
arising outol the supposed withdrawal of 
the Judge from all interference 1a politios, 
must be seriously shaken, It is fairly tobe 
Presumed that before advice could be tend 
ered to His Honor such as that which he has 
recently ucted upon, there must have been 
communication with the Vice-Chancellor 
and this way we havo the untortuasto exhix 
bition of a prominent politician in difficulty, 
caballing with one of the Judges of the land 
{0 rescue him trom his predicament. Olear- 
ly, such ao approach must have been aug- 
weated by the knowledge on the part of the 
retiring Minister that tho Judge was in 
hearty political sympathy with him; and in 
this way wo have all cur preconceived 
notions of the neutrality of the Bench radely 
dispelled, Indeed, the G/be, which is,pere 
haps, the only newspaper in Canada that 'n 
the complete sense of the term can be called 
a Government organ, actually inakes a point 
of the fact that Mr. Mowat never, during his 
occupancy of the Bench, lost his interest io 
Political struggles. Wo ure told, as one 
Teason why the appointment should be re- 
warded with favor, that ‘Mr. Mowat, while 
onthe Bench, lias not ceased to be n close 
observer of public affairs, aud has not lost 
the zoat for activo political life.’ Such an 
Announcement is At this time most unfor~ 
funate. A most importantdaty has recently 
beon imposed upon the Jadges in Ontario, 
They are charged with the trial of contro- 
verted oloctions, and the poople of Canada 
aro naked to extend this principle to the 
other Provinces of te Dominion. Wehave 
groatsympathy with the agitation for this 
nge, but we are bound to bay that ao 
vent, like that which has just tranxpired in 
Oaturio, is not calculsfad to strengthen the 
feeling in its favour Tha gront merit of 
Ontario metho! of trying election casos 
New in the fact that the Judges ure supposed 
10 be absolotely non-poliuval.

The Half-Breed Lands in Mant- 
toba, 


The Mail's correspondent at Ottawa 
saya; “ Sines Governor Archibald’s arrival 
here he hes been in conference with the 
Hon. Secretary Aikins, on the subject of 
the distribution of the halt-breed lands in 
Manitoba ; and I understand that a schemo 
has been adopted by which the 140 acres 
to which each half-breed will be entitled, 
will resultin an advantageously shaped 
farm, and at the same time be conformable 
to the system of survey, and capable of 
easyand explicit doscription under the 
provisions of the Dominion Lands Act. It 
18 proposed to proceed very soon with the

month of May, 1605, the preparations were 
completed, but ciroumstances prevented the 
making of an attempt to carry out the plot 
until tho 5th of Noyember of that year,when 
the Legislature was summoned to mect.— 
Tho proposal was that Charles (afterwards 
Charles I.) should succeed his father, as it 
was expeoted his elder brother would ac- 
company the King to the House of Lords 
and there perish withhim, Guy Fawkes 
was to ignite the powder with a slow match 
and escape by ship to Flanders, But the 
anonymous letter toGord Monteayle, before 
spoken of, led to an examination of the cel 
lars below the Parliament Buildings, which 
resulted in the capture of Fawkes and the 
discovery of the plot. The greater part of 
the eonspiratora were taken and executed 
on the 80th and 81st of January following, 
The second gruat event which occurred 
on this memorable day, was the landing of 
William Prince of Orange (afterwards joint 
soveroign with his Queen) the great chams 
pion of the Protestant faith, at Torbay in 
1688, William’s advent was exceedingly 
happy in its results, the people rising 
en masse to his support, and soon driving 
from the country that faithless monarch, 
James II.,whoso attempt to crush the Protes- 
tant religion and fetter the consciences of 
his subject sled to his speedy downfall and 
unlamented death in a foreign country. 
The third great anniversary—that of the 
Battle of Inkerman—is scarcely inferior in 
importance to the others, On the morning 
of.the 4th of November, 1854, in the grey

Wrecks for 1871, 


The Wrecks Registry for 1871, is one 
among many interesting returns issued by 
the British Board of Trade. It shows the 
namber ofwrecks, casualitics and collisions 
from all oauses, on and ovar the coasts of 
the United Kingaom and in the surround- 
ing Seas reported cluring lust year, It is 
satisfactory to find that the total number 
of wrecks and other casuultios was less in 
1871 than in any other yoar since 1864 
with the one exception of 1870, and that 
the number ot lives lost was considerably 
oven than im 1870, It was 626, aud as 
this number includes all kinds o onl 
ties, such as deaths by explosions and fall- 
ing overboard, itis very gratifying total. 
Among the casualties of the past year are 
265 ships of 80 to 50 years old, 44 of from 
50 to 60 years, 19 of from 60 to 70, 14 of 
from 70 to 90, and 8 of upwards of 100 
years old. ‘Surely,’ autho Register anys,

wore small yessole rigged in various ways,

WERE ARRESTED.

In conformity with your request I firet 
turned my attwntion to thé valley of Black 
Creek as its geographical position promised 
the moat direct and feasible line for nearly 
half the distance in the required direction ; 
and from the head waters of this stream, 
in the Township of Cashel, the distance is 
not great to the head waters of alarge 
atream called Egan’s Creek, which flows 
in @ northerly direction, and with a tolerably 
straight course, till it empties into the York 
Branch on Lot No, 14, inthe tenth Conces- 
sion of Dungannon, 

As in passing over the watershed between 
the tributaries of the St. Lawrence and those 
of the Ottnwa, we must attain an elevation 
several hundred feet abovethe water of Lake 
Ontario, [thought it highly probable that 
the valley of Black Creek—the atream flow- 
ing in a direction corresponding to the slope 
of the watershed—would afford a gradual

Iam happy to be able to state that the re

Leaving the line of the Belleville and Mar- 
mora Road just north of the village of Tweed, 
‘we continue to follow the west bank of the 
Moira River across the 11th, 12th and 18th 
concessions of Hungerford,when, crossing the 
river about a quarter of a mile west of the 
mouth of the Scoutamatto,at a point favorable 
for bridging, we follow the general course of 
the last mentioned stream to a point on Lot 
No, 2 in the 4th concession of Blzevir, a 
little weat of the village ot Bridgewater. 

There will be no special difficulty in this

follow the atream, which is bordered by flats 
more or less extensive, to the 8rd Concession 
of Grimathorpe, where it becomes rapid and 
tortuous, hemmed by high and ‘steep banks, 
which would render it very diificult to locate 
a line along it; but by diverging about half 
a mile to the westward we enter a swamp 
which extends in a northerly direction, 
nearly purallel with the creek, and which 
gives us very favorable ground for about 3 
miles; we then encounter about a mile of 
pretty heavy grades in getting into the valloy 
of the aed again, which we enter a short 
distance north of Lingham’s Dam, We here 
find a conriderable area of low grounds, 
which ia flooded in spring by the dam just 
mentioned, which will necersitate some 
divergence to the weatward to avoid. 


‘Through the remainder of the township of 
Grimathorpe,a diatance of 8 or 10 miles, the 
valley of the creek affords us nearly all that 
can be desired au a route for a Railway. 
Tho stream flows with a pretty strong cur- 
rent, showing that there isa gradual ascent 
to the ground, but it ls unbroken by falle or 
rapide, and ia bordered with flata more or 
less extensive the whole distance ;#o that 
there are mo sudden changes of level to con- 
tend with but a smooth and even suriace 
with op ascending grado, But just after 
crossing the Boundary between Grimathorpe 
and Cashel we encounter a sudden rise of some 
80 or 40 feet which will require some heavy 
work to overcome, but after surmounting’ 
thin obstacle the route again assumes the 
anmo favorable character that it had previous, 
and it continues suoh across tho Int and 2nd 
concessions of Cashel, Lote 24 and 25, Thin 
is near the head waters of Black Crevk, and 
the Moira also has its source about half a 
mile to the weatward, in what appears to 
be the same depression, Woe here turn 
almost due weat, and follow generally the 
lino between the 8nd and 8rd concessions for 
about two miles, to near the Boundary be- 
twoen Cushel and Limerick, and passing on 
the way the head waters ofthe Moira, Then 
turning northwesterly we follow generally 
the Boundary line above mentioned across 
the 8rd, 4th, 6th, 6th and 7th concesulons, 
passiog near the onstend of Salmon Lake and 
orowmlng Boaver Creok at the outlet of Devil 
Lake, We then turn northwesterly, and fole 
low « branch of Beaver Crock flowing from 
that direction, and which titutes its head 
wators, panoiog on tho woat aidv of « small 
Iske called Dark Gake, and about « mile 
farther north another small Jake called 
Dixon's Luke, There fa some extent of 
1 boggy ground around the baya 
of thead lakes, whieh will proba- 
bly neeosasltate some pile bridging, but 
nothing vory oxtenslve will be required, 
Aftor passing Dixon's Lake wo follow up the 
ftream through a chalo of awanips and 
beaver mondowa, and after losing aight of 
the stream, the low land still continues tll 
wo atriken branch of gan's Creek on Lot 
No, 11 jn the 16th concession of Limeriok, 
Nearly tho whole distan ftor leaving the 
hoad watora of Binok Crook, and of the Moira, 
{a low, swampy ground na level am possible ; 
thus we are enabled to crona the “ hoight of 
land" or summit of the watershed without 
any obstruction In the shape of a dividing 
ridge,

“One does not need to be a Solicitor to know 
that if Mr, Bowell was not qualified to vote 
in June he was not qualified in October, and 
if not qualified to votein October, this sub- 
section says positively he shall not be a Di- 
rector. 

“Mr. Bowell was not “qualified to vote for 
Directors” on the first Monday in June, not 
having pald the calla on his stock to the 
Treasurer, s fact which is well-known. He 
was therefore not “qualified to vote for Di- 
rectors” on the firat of October, and therefore 
was illegally electeda Director onthat day. 

“The most amusing feature of the case is, 
that while this usurper of a Director's office 
pretends ignorance of his position, no one 
knows it better than himself. He is very: 
ready to accuse others of all sorts of motives, 
hoping to draw offattention from his own 
conduct, but look at it for a moment, He 
knows the Grand Junction Act, and the Act 

sed in 1870 reviving it. He knows the 

ilway Act of 1868, because he was one of 
the men who passed it at Ot He knows 
—no one better—the provisions of that Act 
which we have quoted, because, as a member 
of Parliament, he himself helped to make 
them laws, He knows that on the first Mon- 
day in June he had not paid to the Treasurer 
the calls on his stock,therefore was not quali- 
fied to vote for Directors then—therefore was 
not qualified to yote for Directors in October, 
and therefore Was by sub section 4,absolutely 
disqualified from being a Director himself. 
For a man of his assumed astuteness to pre- 
tend ignorance of all this is folly, when he 
must have known all these facts, and yet, as- 
suming a virtue when he has it not, he with 
impudent effrontery asks poople to belleve 
that he would not remain on the Board “ for 
a day if he believed he had no right there.” 


We frankly confess we.should not reply 
to a word of the above, were it not for the 
position held by Mr Holden as the partner 
of the Grand Junction Solicitor, which 
gives a weight to his words not otherwise 
possessed ; though we as freely admit, that 
to those who know not what tho law ig, the 
above would appear conclusive. We shal, 
however, shew that Mr. Holden has either 
wilfully or ignorantly, quoted Iaw which 
does not apply to the Grand!Junction Rail- 
way Company. We incline to the bolief 
that it was ignorance of the law that led 
him into such a position, for no mun, save 
an idiot would 40 expose himself. 

We say emphatically that Mr. Holden 
has not only quoted law which is not ap- 
plicable to the Grand Junction Railway, 
but what he has quoted ho has miscon 
strued—that the law which governs, does 
not specify any time st which a Directors 
“tock shall be paid, provided it is done 
before his elaction—that any shareholder 
who paid his stock eighteen hours before 
the election, had a right to voto—and that 
tho clauses of the Railway Act of 1868, 
which he quoted does not govern tho 
Grand Junction Act in this or any other 
particular, 


The Act to revive the Charter of the 
Grand Junction Company,” assented to 
12th May, 1870, provides in the first clause, 
that 


“The sald corporators, in thie act named, 
shall in all respects have and hold and exer- 
clue thie sald powers au fully an the partios 
originally named in tho anid Act, 16 Vio., 
cap, 43, could and did hold and lexercise tho 
same ; and all powers in respect of the aub- 
scribing for and holding of stock in the maid 
Company, and all other powors whatsoever 
by the sald Act granting to Municipal Cor~ 
porations and others, siall be continued by 
thin Act, and may bo exerclaed as fully and 
effectually ws they might have boon undor 
the said Aot,”” 
One doas not need to baa Solicitor to 
undorstand from this, that all the powers 
given to the original incorporatora in the 
Grand Junction Act of 1852, are held 
and can be exercised by the Directors of 
1879. The 2nd clause of the Grand Junc- 
tion Railway Act of 1853, provides’: — 


“ That the several clauson of the Railway 
Clauses consolidation act (i.e, of 1851, and 
not of 1868, as quoted by Mr. Holden,)’ with 
roapect to the first, second, third, and 
fourth clauses thereof, and also tho several 
clauses of thosald Act, with respect to ‘In- 
sorprotation,’ ‘Incorporation’ ‘Powers,’ ‘Plans, 
and Surveys,’ ‘Lands and their Valuation’ 
‘Highways and Bridges,’ ‘Fenc Tolls,’ 
‘General Meet ' 'Diveotora their election 
and duti hares and thelr transfer,’ 
‘Municipalities,’ ‘Sharoholdors,’ ‘Actions for 
Indemnity, and Fines and Penaltion, and 
thelr promvoutiona,’ ‘Worklog of the ‘Ruil-

Not a word here about being qualified to 
vote atthe June meeting. On the contrary 
the Special Act in this respect expresslyjand 
directly “varies” the provisions of both the 
Act of 1851, end thatot 1868. In short 
the Special Ast of 1853 gives power to 
change the annual meeting from the ‘first 
Monday in June,” to “such other day and 
“at such other place as shall be appointed by 
“any By-Law,” thereby substituting the 
day s0 appointed, for the first Monday in 
June, on which day so appointed, the 
qualifying clause governs, and not for the 
meeting in June. 

Does it reqnire a Solicitor to tell us, that 
if a shareholder's calls were paid before his 
election that he was not qualified to be 
elected aa a Director, or that a shareholder 
could not legally vote, provided his calls 
were paid eighteen hours before he record- 
ed his vote? And that if the calls upon 
Mr. Bowoll’a stock were paid eighteen 
hours before the election—and they were— 
he not only had a legal right to be elected a 
Director, but to cast his yote for others? 

Now what becomes of all the slang and 


bitter vituperation which this deeply read 


and brilliant lawyer, liexps upon thé head 
of Mr. Mackenzie Bowell,” who has dared 
to expose his knavery and trickery in thjs 
and in other respects.
